OTTAWA, July 14—Traces of a 
forgotten Eskimo civilization in 
the eastern Arctic will be sought 
by a Dominion government scien- 
tist who will leave for the north 
tomorrow on the Nascopie, sail- 
ing from Montreal. 

It will be the annual patrol 
government posts in the north with 
the holds of the veteran Arctic ship 
bulging with mail and supplies.

Most kidney stones are made up of calcium 
oxalate and calcium phosphate. However, 
stones may be composed of uric acid, sodium 
urate and other salts. Those stones composed 
chiefly of uric acid are the hardest to find with 
an X-ray picture, inasmuch as they cast a very 
poor shadow. Fortunately, 
calcium usually found in 
the ordinary renal stones and 
calcium will cast a shadow 
which can be seen in X-ray 
pictures, thus clinching the 
diagnosis. 

Inasmuch as the symp- 
toms resulting from a kid- 
ney stone are often nat con- 
clusive enough in themselves 
to form the basis of a defin- 
ite diagnosis, it is almost im- 
possible to state that the patient has a kidney 
stone, judging from symptoms alone. However, 
in the X-ray we have a very valuable method 
of locating these stones and of finding out that 
they are actually present Undoubtedly, the 
X-ray examination is the most dependable of 
all aids which the doctor may employ in arriv- 
ing at a definite and conclusive diagnosis. If 
you suspect that kidney stones have formed, 
then by all means have X-rays taken. 

Kidney stones may vary as to size: when 
they are so small that they closely resemble 
grains of sand, they are referred to as “sand”; 
while the next larger size are called “gravel,” 
and after that, the larger sizes are properly 
called “stones.” 

Once a kidney stone has formed there is a 
strong possibility that it will try to escape from 
the kidney, being spontaneously passed by the 
way of the ureter. When this passage occurs, if 
the stone is small, the patient wil! experience 
no distress whatsoever, although when the stone 
is quite large its attempted escape will cause a 
characteristic pain called renal colic, which is 
produced as a result of the hard stone trying 
to work its way through a narrow tube. 

A typical case of renal colic probably repre- 
sents the most severe pain humans may know; 
however, the pain is not always so severe and 
the classical pain may be absent, being replaced 
by a dull ache. In some patients, the attacks of 
colic are repeated at intervals close together, 
and in others, several months or years may 
elapse between attacks. 

A test of the liquid elimination from the kid- 
neys will generally show the presence of red 
blood cells, casts, albumin and bacteria, when a 
kidney stone is a marked feature of the diag- 
nostic picture. 

The treatment of kidney stones must depend 
upon the individual case. In the case of the small 
stone, where there is a reasonable hope that 
they will escape from the kidney, the wisest 
plan is to leave them alone. In those cases I 
recommend that the patient take an abund- 
ance of distilled water and try the fast and in 
many instances I find that such a procedure 
brings about the spontaneous passage of the 
stone. 

When the stone is so large that it is not 
possible for it to escape the kidney, then surgi- 
cal means is therefore frequently recommend- 
ed for a stone of a size so large that it can not 
get out of the kidney successfully if left alone.

What 
would you suggest?” 

ANSWER: It is difficult to know just what 
the soreness without being able to 
your father. This might be due to 
rheumatism, or simply defective cir- 
culation in this region. I would Suggest that he 
take a short fruit fast and use hot sitz baths 
for from fifteen to twenty minutes two or three 
times a week followed by a cold shower over 
the lower back and abdomen. This should im- 
prove the circulation. If the trouble remains 
after following this treatment for a reasonable 
length of time, I believe the best plan would be 
for him to consult a physician near him, who

A Day in Canadian History 


On this date in 1886 a new 
treaty between Great Britain and 
the United States regarding the 
extradition of prisoners was 
signed, and is still practically the 
law by which both nations ex- 
change criminals That treaty, 
while of high importance to Can- 
ada, which is more affected than 
is Great Britain, was, of course, 
signed by Britain; we had not 
fifty years ago reached the posi- 
tion where we could sign ourown 
treaties. The first agreement as 
to extradition of criminals was in 
the Ashburton treaty of 1842, but 
it had the important reservation 
that extradition of political of- 
fender could not be asked 
which, however, g4ve rise to cer- 
tain disputes later, especially as

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regards the refugees from the 
southern states who raided Ver- 
mont in 1864, Washington claim-

HOW MUCH parents should deny themselves for their children | 
is a difficult problem to settle, especially in the United States, where 
the belief prevails that fathers and mothers are nothing but sacrifi- 
cial goats designed by Providence to be offered up 
on the altars of their offspring. 

Occasionally we find a hard-boiled parent, al- 
ways much criticized by the neighbors, who con- 
siders that he or she still has some right to life, 
liberty and the pursuit of happiness, and the use 
now and then of the family car and pocketbook 
in spite of Junior and Sissy. But such recalcitrant 
fathers and mothers are as rare as hens’ teeth. 
The great majority of parents do not even put 
fm, Up a fight for their prerogatives. They succumb 

without a struggle and lay their personal free- 


Dorothy Diz dom and desires, their comfort and ease, their 
pleasures and money at their children’s feet. 


In the average Canadian home the children are the heads of the 
house and they rule jt with a rod of iron. The father is merely the 
‘old man,”’ who toils early and late to provide idle and greedy young- 
sters with fine clothes, sport cars and money to spend. Mother is noth- 
ing but the faithful servant who waits on them hand and foot and 
makes them comfortable 

It never occurs to son and daughter that their parents have any 
privileges in the home they maintain, or any right to the money they 
earn. If Daughter wants to live in a more fashionable neighborhood 
they move, no matter how much Father's and Mother's heart-strings 
are entwined about the old home. If son wants to go to Europe Father 
does without his vacation—Son goes and Father sweats out the Sum- 
mer in his office. There seems to be nobody of whom Father and 
Nother stand in such trembling fear as they do of their children. 

The children are not to blame for this state of affairs They are 
just what their parents have made them, From the time the first baby 
was born mother and father have kowtowed before it and been its 
humble vassals. Mother went shabby so that the baby might be dressed 
like infant royalty. Father wore his old overcoat so John might have 
fancy sport clothes. The table was reduced to a spinach basis so there 
would be nothing on it that wasn’t good for youthful digestions. Father 
and Mother stayed at home so the children could go off to expensive 
camps 

Now the pitiful port of all these heroic sacrifices that parents 
make for their children is that they are made in vain, and they do 
harm where good was intended. Oftener than not they unfit the 
children for the life they are destined to lead. When Mother works 
herself to’ death cooking, washing, scrubbing and sitting up half the 
night making party dresses for her girls while they are off frolick- 
ing somewhere, she is doing them a deadly wrong because she is 
making them selfish and rotten spoiled, and keeping them from 
acquiring skill in the very things they are going to need most 
when they marry. When Father toils like a dray horse while Tom 
loafs and plays golf for exercise, the net result of his sacrifice is 
to make Tom an idler who never learns how to work and who is 
held in contempt by all who know him 

Among the most tragic of the sacrifices 
send boys and girls off to college who are not college material, who 
have no real interest in study, often not even a liking for reading, and 
who only go because they think it is a smart thing to do and they want
